The keyer as wired is set up for gtid block keying. The alternate wiring 
for cathode keying is shown below. 


To enable the auto space function for automatic character Spacing the indicated 
jumper should be removed. | 


The paddle can be connected with a standard stereo type phone jack (3 conductor). 
The dot side is connected to the tip of the phone plug. Dash to the center section. 


Output is via a standard phono plug. 


Shielded cable is desirable between the output of the keyer and the transmitter. 
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
